FORTS AT REVOLUTION. 


Important Information Now in Posses- 
sion of the Government—Andrieux Be- 
Heved to Be Mersly a Catspaw—Per- 
mitted to Leave for London Without 
Police Surveillance—The French Pre- 
tenders—Their Claims for Bscognition. 


PARIS, Jan. 17.—The Government will soon 
Strike a blow. It is reported on excellent 
authority that there is now ample evidence 
ofa Royalist conspiracy and that arrests will 
be made atan early date, The conspiracy 
has been hatched in London and Madrid and 
the Count of Paris instead of having been 
especially close in expenditures of. late for 
the Royalist cause has been unusually lavish. 
He is not himself managing any details and 
it is not desired that he should, but his lead- 
ing representatives are more active than 
ever. 

Royalist influence and funds have had 
much to do with the recent activity in cer- 
tain circlesin Parisand it is reported that 

uch of the applause of the Extremist 
speakers at the Tivoli Vaux Hall Socialist 

thering was furnished by paid Royalist 
clacquers. 
The Royalist plan appears to be to over- 
throw the Republic by some means, no mat- 
ter what the means are, and 
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Prince Victor Napoleon. 
to foment and promote disorder, 
the hope that the French people will turn 
to the Count of Paris or the Duke of Orleans 
for rescue or protection. The headquarters 
ofthe Royalist-Socialist intrigue just now is 
said to be the Maison du Peuple, and itis 
there that the police, through their spies, 
have acquired much valuable information as 
to the designs of the enemies of the Republic. 

WHERE PLOTS ARE HATCHED. 

The Maison du Peuple is a modest structure 
on the heights of Montmartre, access to 
which is by no means easy. It was 
built by the people and for the 
people. Like the Bourse du Travail, 
of which it may be called a second edition, it 
was originally intended for the free and 
gratuitous discussion of everything concern- 
ing the working classes, but both have de- 
generated into hotbeds of revolution. It is 
there that all insurrectionary demonstra- 
tions are prepared and ‘the mot d’ordre is 
given. The Maison du Peuple hall is capabie 
of holding 1,000 persons. It is decorated with 
blood red flags, bearing revolutionary in- 
scriptions; the platform is covered with red 
draperies, and overhead are two busts of 
the Republic, with the Phrygian cap, also 
surrounded with red flags; in fact every- 
thing is red and everything reminds us of the 
reign of terror. Meetings are held there 
three times a week, when ‘the flow of soul ts 
more apparent than the feast of reason, for 
there is a large refreshment bar which is 


well patronized. No doubt the Intention was | 


good when the Maison was constructed, it 
was to be confined to social questions ofa 
high order, but in France the line is so dim- 
cult to draw between Socialism anda revolu- 
tion that no wonder the Anarchists soon got 
possession ofit, and now it is regarded by 
the public with an evil eye. 

There is no doubt that as far as the ex- 
treme Socialists are concerned the Propa- 
gande par le Failig again in the ascendent, 
and this exactiy suits the Royalist plotters, 
The more dynamite, the more rioting and 
the more the yearningof the middle classes 
who have supported the repubjic for the 
peace and order the Royalists promise to 
bring with them.

„ ®RENCH PRETENDERS. 


THE MEN WHO ARE EXPECTED TO RESTORE 
MONARCHICAL GOVERNMENT IN FRANCE. 


The Capnt of Paris, Louis Phillippe, is the 
eldest soh of the late Duke of Orleans, who 
was the @ldest son of King Louis Phillippe of 
France. He was dorn Aug. 24, 
1838, and in 1864 married his 
cousin, the Spanish Infanta Marie of 
Montpensier. He has four daughters and 
two sonsjthe eldest of thelatter being the 
present juke of Orleans, Bourbon heir ap- 
parent ta the throne of France. By the 
death of the Count of Chambord 
in 1883,. the elder line of the Bourbons of 
France became extinct and the right of suc- 
cession merged in the Count of Paris, repre- 
sentative of the younger branch ofthe house, 
known asthe Orleans line. Ine Count of 
Paris has three uncles, all connected by mar- 
riage with the ruling families of Continental 
Europe. ‘4 

The other Pretender to the Frenc, throne 
is Prince Victor Napoleon, who @, jresents 
the Imperlalists or Bonapartist % Of the 
First Napoleon and his brothers, Steph and 
Louis, male igsue is now extinct. But the 
Emperor’s brothers Lucien and Jerome are 
represented By several male descendants. 
Prince Victor was born in 1862, and is the 
son of the late Prince Napoleon, whose per- 
sonal resembignce to Napoleon the Great was 
so striking. The Prince died in 1891. Victor’s 
mother was the Princess Clotilde, sister of 
‘King Humbert Oflitaly. The young Prince is 
now the undisputed head of the Bonapart- 
ists. He has been exiled and is now in Brus- 
sels. He has a brother who isin the Czar’s 
army. Prince Louis Napoleon, the heir of 
Emperor Napoleon III., was killed in Zulu- 
land in 1879. Hewas regarded as the legiti- 
mate successor to the Imperial throne, but 
after his death: Prince Victor’s claims be- 
came valid. > 


GEN. BUTLER BURIED. 


The Soldier aha Statesman in His 


q Grave. 

| LOWELL, Mass., Jan. 16.— After several 
t-hours of turbulent pushing by crowds to 
view the face of Gen. Butler, the hall 
where he lay was closed and the remains 
were turned over to the Grand Army posts 
who had charge-of the burial. Thirty 
thousand persons -thronged the streets 
when the body was removed across the 
street to the church. Gov. Russell and 
staffattended, and the legislative commit- 
tees, also the Goverzor of New Hampshire 
bana his staff. The A. R. Commander 
in- Chief was also thei. Zhe services in the 
church were brief and attended by thou- 
‘sands, The General was borne: finally to his 
last resting place. 


ANECDOTES OF BUTLER. 


INCIDENTS WHICH REFLECT THE CHARACTER 
OF THE REMARKABLE MAN. 

When Butler entered Baltimore he and his 
troops were soaking wet from a heavy rain- 
fall. Presently Capt. Farmer of Lowell re- 
ported: General, I have been informed 


that this hill (Federal Hill) is mined and that 
we shall all be blown up.. Well, Cap- 
tain,’’ said Batler, ‘‘thefe will be one com- 
fort in that. We suall at least get dry. 

When in Baltimore Gen. Butler was anx- 

ious to secure horses. Almost everybody 
who owned a horse and cart had fled the city 
or was hiding. A dilapidated-looking team 
passed Butler’s headquarters one day. The 
‘mules were spavined and broken down, the 
harness was bits of rope, andthe cart an old 
sugar hogshead on wheels. ‘‘What’ll you 
take?’’ said Butler, stopping the driver. 
‘*Fifiy dollars cash, in gold. was the reply. 
‘*Your team is worth 900,“ said Butler, and 
the man gotit. The next morning two or 
turee hundred horses and carts were drawn 
up in front of headquarters, and the drivers 
were besieging Butler to buy tnem. He con- 
fiscated the whole lot and put the men to 
work clearing up the streets. 

Farragut was almost in despair at delay in 
the supply of coal. Butler was able to re- 
lieve him, because he chartered a very large 
‘number of ships with the provision that they 
‘should be returned with anthracite coal as 
‘ballast. ‘*Well, Admiral,’’ he said to Far- 
ragut, ‘‘I guessed that somebocy might want 
coal andi bought alarge quantity. I have 
about 3,000 toms that you can have as fast as 
you can put it on board your ship.“ Why. 
this is almost providential,’’ said Farragut, 
es, answered Butler, ‘‘I provided it. 

Ww bn Butler was ordered to New York he 
took“ a ride with his staff in Central Park. 
The Chatrman of the Park Commissioners 
met them and said: Are you riding in the 
park for exervise?’’ Oh, no, Mr. Commis- 
sioner,’’ said Butler, 'on business. I was 
looking to see where would be the best place 
in the park toencamp my troops when lam 
ready to bring them on shore.’’ 

‘‘Oh!’’ gasped the horrified Commissioner, 
„you would not encamp your troops here, 
General??? Why, Mr. Commussioner,’’ said 
Butler, calmly pointing over one of the beau- 
tiful lawns, “I have never seen a more beau- 
tiful camping ground. What is the objec- 
tion toit? Plenty of water, isn’t there?’’ 

When Butler first took the fleld during the 
war his knowledge of the technicalities of 
military drill was not very great. It is told 
of him that he used to ride with his command 
holding a book on tactics in his hand, and 
that when he was in doubt he cansulted the 
manual. One day a certain movement had to 
be made. Oneofthe officers suggested that 
the proper order would be: ‘‘Right forward, 
fours right!’’ .

Butler’s drooping eye had a curious effect 
upon some people. On one occasion he wan- 
dered into the Senate Chamber when old Gar- 
rett Davis of Kedtucky was speaking. He 
took a seat immediately before the aged Sen- 
atorand threw himself back in his chair, 
then sat sideways, cocking: his eye up in 
Davis’ face. The old Senator writhed and 
chafed under Butler’s gaze, and finally he 
picked up a chair and raisingitaloft with a 
trementious oath, swore that if Butler didn’t 
leave he'd smash his head. 

The ladies of New Orleans gave Gen. Butler 
a great dealof trouble during his occupancy 
‘of the city. The Were obstreperously rebel- 
lious rebels. They wore littie secession flags, 
crossed the street to avoid meeting any one 
who wore the Federal biue, left public places 
when Union soldiers entered, invented un- 
pleasant names for Butler’s men and for

It was then 
that Butler issued bis famous general order 
‘No. 28, in which he said:

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DEATH BY FIRE 


An Appalling Calamity on a Rus- 
sian Railway.

Crowded Train Burned While Going at 
Full Speed. 


FORTY-NINE KILLED OUTRIGHT AND 
TWENTY INJURED, 


The Victims Were Military Recruits Go- 
~ing tothe Frontier—Many Lives Lost 
by Jumping From the Blazing Cars— 
Criminal Neglegence ofthe Engineer 
Cause i the Awful Disaster—Fatal Col- 
lision at Sea—Casualties. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 17.—A most pecullar 
and fatalrailway accident occurred to-day 
on the line between Slatousk and Samara. A 
train composed of several cars filled with re- 


ecruits was running from Slatousk to Samara 


when flames burst from the foremost car. 
The train was going at full speed and the 
tongues of fire swept backward, 
and in a few minutes all the 
cars were blazing. The engineer 
tor some unaccountable reason did not stop 
the train until he had run a considerable dis- 
tance. In the meantime there was ascene 
ofindescribable confusion inthe cars. The 
recruits, orat least as many of them as 
could, leaped from the windows and doors. 
Some of them landed uninjured in the heavy 
snow banks, while others who 
landed in the cleared track were 
killed. Those who were unable 
to get from the cars were burned to death, 
forthe train was entirely consumed. Some 
of the men were terribly burned before they 
jumped. When the confusion had somewhat 
subsided the officer in charge of the recruits, 
who saved himself by jumping, called the 
rollof his men. It was found that forty- 
nine of them were dead and twenty terribly 
burned, 

A Strict investigation will be held to deter. 
mine the cause of the fire. Itis supposed 
now that some of the men in the forward 
car were skylarking and upset the stove. 
The draft caused by the onrushing train 
caused the flames to spread with such great 
rapidity that nothing could be done to ex- 
tinguish them. Itis claimed that the en- 
gineer was guilty of criminal negligence in 
not stopping the train as soon as he saw the 
fire. Had he done so the loss of life would 
have been very small. 


ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 

OLATHE, Kan., Jan. 17.—A sad occurrence 
bappened at the farm of James T. Bancom, 
a few miles west of Cedar Junction, yester- 
day. Shortly after dinner Mr. Bancom gsxed 


tor a rife to kl some game, at which re. 


quest his sister-in-law, Miss Grace Cum- 
mings, responded with the firearm. In 
nanding it to him the gun was accidentally 
discharged, the bullet entering his right eye, 
and death resulting instantly. Bancom was 
about 30 years of age, and leaves a widow 
and one child. 


COLLISION AT SEA. 

LONDON, Jan. 17.—The Italign steamer San 
Marco andthe French steamér Agesian were 
in collision Sunday night im the Straits of 
Messina. Both vessels were so badly dam- 


aged that they sunkashort time after the 
collision. All hands on board both steamers 
were rescued exceptthe two men from the 
Agesian who drowned before assistance 
could reach them, Both steamers were 
— — vessels employed in the Mediterranean 
rade. 


FELL DOWN AN ELEVATOR SHAFT. 
DENVER, Colo., Jab. 17.—Sister Joseph Ma- 
ria, of St. Joseph's Hospital, fell down the 
elevator shaft from the third story of the 


building last night, striking upon her head, 
and was instantly killed. The unfortunate 
Sister’s family name was O'Connor, and she 
came from Albany, N. Y., where she and her 
five sisters took the veil three years ago. 


FATAL TRAIN COLLISION. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 17.—Atalil-end collision 
last night between two C., B. & Q. freight 
trains at Villisca, Io., resulted in the death 
of Dave Woods, son of a wealthy stockman 


at Elmerson, Io. Woods was sitting inthe 
ca boos close to the stove and when the col- 
lision occurred the stove was overturned, 
the coals setting fire to his clothing. 


FATAL COLLISION.

EX-PRESIDENT HAYES 


Lying Seriously Ill at His Home in 


Fremont. 


FREMONT, O., Jan. 17.—The condition of 
ex-President Hayes this morningat 10 o’clock 
is the same as lastnight. Dr. F. 8. Hilbish, 
the attending physician, spent all of the 
night at the bedside of the stricken General 
and left for a short time this morn- 
ing. The Hayes mansion is kept in 


complete quietness this morning, and every 
possible attention is being received by the 
ex-President. Rutherford P. Hayes, son of 
the General, was seen this morning and 
stated that the conditionof his father was 
about the same as last night. Many mes- 
sages of condolence are continually being re- 
ceived and evince the interest that is shown 
by the public in the welfare of this noble- 


man. 
Fx-Fresiden yes was slightly better this 
morning and the family are hopeful of his re- 
covery. Webb. Hayes stated at noon that 
his father was resting a little easier than at 
any time since his sickness began. Ihe doc- 
tor remained all night at the sick man’s bed 
side, not leaving until 9 this morning. He 
soon returned tothe house again. Dr. Hu- 
bisch said that Mr. Hayes had passed the 
nighta little more comfortably than any 
porte previous and his condition was slightly 
etter.

Loxpox, Jan. 17.— ot. extreme cold 
come from all parts Continent. The 
harbor at Kiel is completely ice- bound. All 
over Germany railway trafic is delayed and 
in some parts suspended. Between Rome 
and Genoa railway communication is main- 
tained only with the greatest dimiculty. In 
Vienna this has been the coldest day of the 
winter. Few persons ‘Ventured out, as the 
dazzling whiteness of the snow was almost 
unendurable, and a  person’s nose or 
ears would freeze during a five- 
minute walk. In the suburbs the ther- 
mometer was 7 below. Inthe South of France 
several small railway accidents have been 
caused by the snow d No trains are run 
on the railways e Castelnaudary and 
Narbonne, Chartres a Magny. 
which left Chartres on Saturday night is still 
embedded in the snow, Hian winds prevail 
along the coast of Spain. Many fishing boats 
have been wrecked. Railway traffic has been 
suspended in Galicia and Biscay Provinces. 
All mails arrive in Maark many hours late. 

Immense snow arifts have been piled up 
along the Swiss frontiers so that communi: 
cation over the berder is interrupted. In 
Southern Italy the wea is ‘severer than 
before in the last ten y lese forms in the 
streets and snow is dri along the high- 
ways. A dipatch from es says that Ve- 
suvios and other ins thereabouts 
are covered with show. Dunkirk, was swept 
by a blizzard to-day, and to-night the streets 
are impassable. 

Abnormally cold weather is prevailing at 
Monte Carlo. Snow has been falling for three 
days and the mercury has reached the lowest 

oint known for years, Races were to have 

en run onthe course, but the snow and 
cold weather have compeilea their postpone- 
ment. 

There is little abatement in the severely 
cold weather in France. To-day a heavy 
snowstorm is prevailing and the ground is 
covered to such a depth that traffic on the 
streets is at a standstill. A number of per- 
sons have died from the effects. of exposure. 
The rivers Seine, Loire and Loiret are frozen 
over. 

COLDEST EVER KNOWN. 

NEW York, Jan. 17.—The last six days have 
been the coldest ever known in New York. 
The record of the Weather Bureau, which 
goes back twenty years, has nothing to equal 
this record, which extends back twenty 
years more, and admit that they have the 
record of no six sucéessive days which equal 
those that New York has just passed through.

FIRES. 


Narrow Escape of Patients in a Military 
Hospital. 


LONDON, Jan. 17.—The Military Hospital at 
Stoke, one of the suburbs of Devenport, 
caught fire this morning. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed among the officials, 
nurses and patients whenthe fire made its 
presence known by dense volumes of smoke 
that filled the wards and. corridors. Those 
patients whose condition permitted” them to 
do so ran thinly clad from the building and 
were taken in and cared for by the people 
living inthe vicinity, It would have been 
expected that in a hospital of this 
character some sort of discipline 
would have been maintained, but there was 
none at all. The greatest disorder prevailed, 
but despite this every effort was made to re- 
move the patients who were confined to their 
beds. They were all carried out in safety 
and then attention was turned tothe fire, 
which was burping flercely in the lower 
stories. The troops from the Devon- 
port garrison were ordered to the scene 
and they rendered most effective aid in 
removing the sick and afterward assisted the 
firemen in fightingthe flames. The fire was 
not extinguished until two stories of the hos- 
pital were completely gutted. It is supposed 
that the fre was caused Dy an overheated 
flue, the extremely cold weather of the past 
few days necessitating very hot fires in the 
furnaces,

The Legislature Ratifles the Choice of 
the Democratic Caucus. 


TO-MORROW THE JOINT SESSION WILL 
SEAL THE ACTION OF TO-DAY, 


Aud Francis M. Cockrell Will Fe Chosen 
as His Own Successor tothe United 
States Senate—Filley’s Empty Honor 
—Gov. Stone’s First Appointment—A 
Bill Regulating Street Railways. 


JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., Jan. 17.—Oratorical 
pyrotechnics were fired off with umfich effect 
in both the Senate and House to-day, the oc- 
casion being the formal casting of the 
vote for United States Senator for the 
term commencing next March. The 
party caucuses held last week settled 
the senatorship question, and under the con- 
stitutio nal provision each branch casts its 
vote. To-morrow both branches meet in 
joint session and wind up the senatorial pro- 
gramme, 

In the House Miller of Fayette made a 
strong speech nominating Senator Francis 
Marion Cockrell and a dozen mem- 
bers made seconding speeches, and 
Russell of Crawford County presented 
Boss Filley’s name.

THEY PUT LITTLE FAITH IN RIS DEC 
LARATION OF PEACE. 


President-Elect Cleveland Makes a Brief 
Visit to the Metropolis—Senator Cer- 
lisle Has Prepared His Resignation—

Worse Complicate 1. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Politicians continue 
to discuss the Hill-Uroker affair and to spec- 
ulate as to the probable outcome. In refer- 
ence to the trouble an Albany correspondent 
has this to say: 

‘Hill seems to be hedging,’’ ‘Yes, 
Croker’s criticism brought him to his 
senses, It won't do him any good to take his 
medicine at this late day.’’ These were some 
of the remarks caught before the Legislature 
met last night. Everybody around the Cap- 
itol was talking about the Washington inter- 
view with Senator Hill. The machine men 
read the Senator’s wordsover and over 
again. Since a story was told of Mr. Croxer]s 
caustic remarks on his conduct in interfer- 
ing with the Electoral College Mr. Iilll’s 
friends have been anxious. Sometimes they 
have taked defiantly. Now they affect to 
believe that it has been all fixed up, and that 
the machine’s selection for United States 
Senatorial honors will be administra- 
tion men. The amount of satis- 
faction the machine gets from the belief 
is explainable. It comes from a hope that 
the plums of patronage will not all be plucked 
by anti-snapper hands. The faith is even 
expressed that in Albany County a Hill-Mur- 
phy postmaster will be selected. Among the 
outright Cleveland followers inthe Legisla- 
ture little faith was put inthe words ofthe 
Senator. He's talking for effect, was the 
general comment. So well had the Cleve - 
land wing ofthe Democracy learned its les- 
son that an official attest willl have to be put 
on the Senator’s assertions before they will 
be accepted. 

„Malt and see how Hill and Murphy be- 
ha ve toward the President, is the answer 
whenever you approach an anti-snapper on 
the subject of the machine 's change of heart.

In the second box from the same precinct 
ten rejected votes were found, of which two 
in favor of Joy were pronounced good and 
credited to him. The recount in this pre- 
cinct resulted in a net gain of twenty-six 
votes for O'Neill.

How a Naval Lieutenant Dared the Com- 
modore and Was Forgiven. 

The case of Danforth, the assistant en- 
gineer on board the Philadelphia, tried by 
court-martial for disobedience of orders and 
condemned to a year's suspension on half 
pay, recalls to the New York Evening Post an 
incident in the navy during the war ot 
1812-15. Richard Contee of Mar land, a gen- 
tleman of high tone but witha lack of self - 
control that through life marred many esti- 
mable qualities, was lleutenant of marine un- 


er Commodore Bainbridge - when 
he Constitution took the Java. 
During the cruise a saillor’s hammock, 
one day, was found out of place. To detect 
its owner it was laid within the beat of a.sen- 
tinel, and, in person, the Commodore 
ordered the marine to see to it that no man 
touched it. When no one else was by., a 
ij sailog approached the ‘sentinel and said: 
‘*Tom, you don’t want to bave a poor fellow 
flogged, do you Of course not.”’ Then 
let me have that hammock, will you?’’ I've 
nothing to do with the hammock,’’ was the 
answer. The result was that when the time 
came—whatever the sea term may be—that 
was to disclose the delinquent every man had 
hisown. Naturally the anger of the Dalked 
Commodore fell upon the disobedient -senti- 
nel; and orders were given for immediate 
punishment. In those days officers and Crew 
alike thought that the proper punishment, 
that on which the discipline and honor of the 
easy depended, was flogging on the bare 
ack. 

When the marine was about to be stripped, 
Lieut. Contee pees forward and said: 
Commodore Bainbridge, that man cannot 
be fogged. Every blow laid on him is laid on 
me. I commanded him to receive no order 
not given through me. Had he obeyed you, 
I should have punished him for disobedience 
tome.’’ Whatever followed this outburst, 
the prephration for the cat was not inter- 
rupted. Whereupon, Contee threw his sword 
on the deck, exclaiming: I am no longer an 
omcer of this ship.’’ The next 
words heard were: ‘‘Lieut. Contee, take 
up that sword. Goto your quarters and cou- 
sider yourself under arrest. The marine 
was not fogged. After several hours of soll-

The American mummies are Toltecs, the 
race that preceded the Aztecs and once in- 
habited Mexico, and, as near as can be 
scientifically calculated, they died 400 years 
before Columbus discovered the land in 
which they were buried.

The bodies were descovered in a cave high 
up in the mountains of New Mexico, about 
200 miles from Deming. They had been 
placed there fully 800 years ago, proably for 
protection against some enemy, and the en- 
trance tothe cave had been sealed with sun- 
dried adobe bricks and natural rocks, ce- 
mented together with adobe plaster. The 
mummified bodies of the male and female 
were found seated side by side, faced toward 
the east, as was theancient burial custom, 
A ‘7-year-old boy was ai the right of 
the father, and a girl of probably 2 
years was at the left of the mother. 
Noembalming process had been used, and 
the petrification was entirely due to the dry- 
ing action in that high and air-tight eave. 
The skéletons are wonderfully n 
and the muscles, nerves and tendons, with 
the various internal organs, all remain. The 
skin of the fuees may even be seen, and on 
the head ‘oe woman is yet her splendid 
growth of fine dark brown hair. The cloth- 
ing remains, though not intact.

SIX MILES A MINUTE. 


An Earthquake Wave Once Crossed the 
: Pacific Ocean-in-Twelve Hours. 


People are apt to indulge apprehensions 
about the movement of waves of the ocean 
which are erratic, born perhaps of illusion- 
ary influences. Everyone has noticed the 
action of the wind on a field of corn and seen 
the undulations caused by its crossing the 
field in a few seconds; but no one supposes 
that a single stalk has left its place. As with 


the corn wave, says the Brooklyn Eagle, 
so with the waer wave, the substance re- 
mains rising and falling in the same 
place, while it is only the form that 
moves. The speed of this movement depends 
on the speed of the wind. When a gentle 
breeze is blowing the friction between the 
atmosphere and the water is small, and only 
aslight ripple is produced; but should the 
velocity of the wind increase the ripples be- 
come waves or even billows, mountains of 
water, moving ata tremendous speed. The 
ripple or slow undulation may move ata 
velocity varying from three or four to. eight 
or nine miles hour, and, increasing in 
size to a wave Of greater or less proportions, 
may havea speed of from tento fifteen or 
twenty miles per hour. In a gale the rate 
‘Increases to twenty-five or thirty, 
and during storms been esti- 
mated at thirty, thirty-fiVe and even 
forty miles per hour. This latter speed is 
exceptionally great and far exceeds the 
average. aves which have resulted from 
earthquake shocks have traversed the ocean 
ata speed which is almost incredible. For

OF SWINDLING.

Note i in Fast Oircles as the Man Who 
Brose a Bank— He Traveled With a 
Female Favorit in HisOwn Yacht—

for His Ambition. 


LONDON, Jan, 17.—Charles Wells, commonly 
known as ‘‘Monte Carlo Wells,’’ arrived to- 
day inthe custody of detectivesand was ar- 
ranged at the Bow Street Police Court on 
twelve charges of fraud, amounting to 
£45,000. Wells is famed in masic hall 
loré as the man who broke the bank at 
154 Great Portland street. His profession was 
supposed to be that of a,civil engineer and 
patent agent. London Mas heard a good 
deal recently about Mr. Wells. His Monte 
Carlo exploits brought him into pablic prom- 
inence. He claims to have broken the bank 
through working an infallible system. He 
published a pamphlet setting forth the de- 
tails of it. He asked for a partner with heaps 
of money, promisinga golden reward atthe 
expense of the administrators of the 
great gambling casino. He believed, 
or affected to belleve, in the 
run of sequences at roulette, but so far as is 
known Wells did not get his partner. He 
overiooked one point, which doubtless pre- 
vented the partner from coming forward. 
If by following the sequences of the table it 
became possible to acquire great wealth, 
what need was there for great capitalto 
start the operations? 
Some time after Monte Carlo had made 
Wells an object of comment, he began to 
figure rather unpleasantly tn la w court re- 
ports. He was repeatedly sued for money, 
which, it was alleged, he had obtained by 
shady practices. For instance, under an 
agreement dated March of last year, he was 
proceeded against by a lady named Miss 
Catharine Mary Phillimore for the sum of 
£11,000. She had paid to him £9,000 on con- 
dition that she was to receive £100,000 out of 
the first money obtained from an invention 
diminishing the consumption of fuel in fur- 
naces. There was a clause in the agreement 
that in the event of her not receiving at least 
£11,000 out of the — before the beginning 
of April, 1892, that sum should become pay- 
able by the defendant. The defendant set up 
that certain shares of the nominal value 
22,500 were accepted by the 
plalntiſf in rt payment of the £100,000, 
and that therefore there could be no 
action. But the plaintiff’s coungel urged 
that these shares were worth not hing. He 
said: 
„These shares are in C. Wells & Co. The 
offices of the company are in Paris and with 
dificuity they have been found gut.““ 
The learned counsel added that although 
they had deen taken two years before no 
furniture had been put in, nobody occupied 
them and no rent had been paid. The action 
was set for trial by the judges, the Lora 
Chief Justice remarking that it was a sin- 
ular and curious agreement and required 
ooking into. 

On Nov. 16, Wells was again heard of in the 
law courts. There were two claims urged by 
a gentleman named Harris, to recover £240 
received by the defendant for the plaintiff's 
use, ad fraud was made in the 
pleading. Wells, through his counsel, con- 
sented to judgment, but Mr. Reid, Q. O., 
who appeared for the plaintiff, made @ state- 
mentin court which is of special interest 
now in view ot the arrest. Mr. 
Reid said that the £240 was obtained 
from the plaintiff for a supposed patent. The 
defendant took out a provisional specifica- 
tion, but did not complete and make the

Neeting Now in Session at 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 17.—The National 
Board of Trade began its annual meeting in 
this city to-day. It is composed of delegates 
from the various boards of trade and other 
commercial bodies throughout the country. 
Many important matters will be discussed at 
the present meeting. They come before the 
board chiefly in the form of legislation pro- 
posed by the general local bodies repre, 
sented, The board has veen urged to urge 
upon Congress the following: 


The passage of a uniform commercial law 
the n of trade marks, the passa of 
a national bankrupt law, the defeat of the 
anti-option bill,the organization of a Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Manufactures, the 

assage of a law regulating the issu- 
ng warehouse receipts, the amend- 
ment of the interstates commerce 
law 80 as to increase its 
efficiency ; the passage of the tonnage bill to 
encourage the merchant marine; the estab- 
lishment of a national quarantine; the ex- 
tension of reciprocal trade arrangements 
with neighboring countries; the suspension 
of further restriction upon immigration; the 
extension of national aid and encourage- 
ment to the Nicaragua Canal Co.; thecon- 
struction of a ship canal around Niagara Falls 
anda ship canal from the lakes to the sea; that 
the Erie canal be placed under national 
administration; the constfuction of a ship 
canal connecting the Ohid River and Lake 
Erie; the improvement of roads; the revision 
of our monetary system; the continuation of 
our national banking system; the repeai of

FOR ¥YALLEN WOMEN, 


The Female Hospital Was Built for Them 
Need fcr Another Institution. 


The White Cross ladies are engaged in a 
movement to establish a refuge for fallen 
women, and are working up an entertain- 
ment to raise money for that object. 

A delegation of the ladies visited the City 
Hall last Saturday to interest the officials 
there in their project, 

After speaking appreciatively of the ladies 
and their motives to a Post-DIsSPATOH re- 


porter, Chief Sanitary Officer C. W. Francis 
stated that, although not generally known, 
the city already had a hospital that in point 
of law was precisely what the ladies sought 
to establish—a hospital and house 
of industry for unfortunate women 
where they might have achance to reform 
and to learn some useful occupation. 

The hospital, however, Mr, Francis 
said, has been sony diverted from its 
original purpose and the mandate of the 
Legislature that the Municipal Assembly 
shall make provision forit asa ‘social evil 
hospital and house of industry’ 
has been completely disregarded.’’ And 
then Dr. Francis lugged out a 
lawbook dnd explained. that when 
the ‘‘social evil law“ was in force along 
about 1870 or 1872, the Board of Health that 
was charged with the execution of this 
enactment bought sixteen acres on the Old 
Manchester road and established a 
hospital where diseased women were 
quarantined. When the law was repealed, 
the Legislature turned the hospital over to 
the city of St. Louis and directed the Munici- 

al Assembly to maintain it as a hospital for 
his unfortunate class. The law may found 
on pages 255 and 256 of Sullivan’s Revised 
Ordinances, 1887, secs, 2, 3 and 4. 

The hospital thus turned over to the city 
and which the Legislature evidentiy intended 
to be used as a shelter and a reformatory for 
fallen women, is the institution now Enown 
as the Female Hospital and maintained for 
years as such. It is no longer a reformatory 
or industrial school at all, but merely a 
hospital, where all women afe treated and 
turned adrift when cured. 

Last year’s report of the superintendent of 
the institution shows that of the 2,076 in- 
mates of the place only 191 of them were fallen 
women. 

The law has never been. repealed. It is 
therefore in full force, Dr. 
gests that if the White 
dies desire to establish a home 
for magdalens, they have but to insist that 
the Municipal Assembly restore the Female 
Hospital to its original object—a home and 
house of industry for unfortunate women. 

Another hospital, however, would have to 
be built for other women, who now have to 
go to the same institution as the worst char- 
acters of their sex.

A correspondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch 
says the Orientals are well versedin nos- 
trums for reviving jaded horses and cattle. 


He mentions especially the ‘‘gunjah,’’ the 
dried cannabis plant which has flow ered and 
from which the rosin has been removed.
